As  usual,  heart  and  arterial  Diseases  were  the  principal  cause 
of  deaths  (75),  cancer  caused  24,  tuberculosis  5,  influenza  9. 

There  were  no  Deaths  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  or 
Diarrhoea. 

There  was  1 death  from  Puerperal  cause  other  than  Sepsis. 

There  were  4 Suicides  and  1 0 other  Deaths  due  to  violence 

(all  males). 
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B.  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council. 

(a)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer  and  Medical  Officer  of  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  of  Basingstoke. 

He  is  not  in  private  practice. 

(b)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a whole  time  Officer.  He 
holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute 
and  the  Institution  of  Sanitary  Engineers,  and  the 
Meat  Inspector’s  Certificate. 

(c)  The  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a whole  time 
Officer.  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Joint  Board,  and 
the  Meat  Inspector’s  Certificate. 


C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  WATER. 

Hartley  Wintney  Parish  Water  Supply.  Analyses 
of  the  water  have  been  regularly  made  and  reported  very 
satisfactory. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 

Odiham.  Practically  all  houses  in  the  sewered  area 
have  been  connected. 

Hook.  The  sewerage  scheme  for  this  parish  is  under 
construction,'  and  will  put  an  end  to  the  very  unsatis- 
factory conditions  which  have  existed  for  so  long. 

Blackwater  and  Yateley.  The  scheme  for  these 
parishes  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 
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(iii)  RIVERS  & STREAMS.  Several  cases  of  pollution  of 
streams  were  discovered  or  reported  by  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Inspectors,  who  work  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Health  Department:  in  all  cases  conditions  were 
remedied  without  statutory  action. 

(iv)  SCAVENGING.  A direct  scavenging  scheme  for 
household  refuse  covers  the  whole  District.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  suitable  sites. 

Two  motor  refuse  collecting  vehicles  are  employed, 
and  the  collection  is  made  weekly.  The  scheme  meets  a 
very  real  need,  is  appreciated  by  householders  and  will 
also  help  very  materially  to  abate  the  litter  nuisance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  collection  of  night  soil  is 
done  by  contract  in  Hawley  and  Hook,  and  cesspools  are 
emptied  in  the  latter  parish. 

(v)  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected  ; 
increased  work  under  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  has 
diminished  the  amount  of  time  available  for  other  duties. 

(vi)  SWIMMING  BATHS.  No  public  swimming  baths  exist 
in  the  area. 

(vii)  SCHOOES.  The  Sanitary  condition  and  water  supply 
of  the  Schools  in  the  area  are  fairly  satisfactory.  My 
position  as  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  facilitates 
the  control  of  infectious  disease  in  Schools,

The  year  was  marked  by  considerable  activity  under  this 
Act,  and  the  schemes  prepared  during  the  previous  >rear  were  in 
most  cases  completed. 

The  Act  has  been  further  extended,  and  it  is  much  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  be  employed  to  an  even  greater  extent  than 
hitherto.  There  are  many  cottages  in  the  district  suitable  for 
improvement. 

It  is  not  fully  appreciated  by  owners  that  the  Act  enables 
grants  to  be  given  in  respect  of  works  of’ improvement  to  cottages 
which  are  not  unfit  as  they  stand,  and  for  the  conversion  into 
dwellings  of  buildings  previously  used  for  other  purposes. 
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E.  INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk.  Systematic  inspections  have  been  made  of  farms 
and  dairies.  19  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  has  been  made  of  slaughter  houses  and 
places  where  food  is  prepared.  There  are  five  licensed  and  eight 
registered  slaughter  houses.  Thirty  men  are  licensed  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.

Hospital  are  approaching  completion  and  will  be  a very  great 
asset  to  the  area  which  it  serves. 

The  scheme  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  being 
continued  : 16  children  received  the  treatment  during  the  year, 
this  represents  approximately  8%  of  the  one  year  old  children.
